One Saloon to 500 People. - 


The saloon ordinance is known as the 
** Harkin’ measure, and its purpose is ulti- 
mately to limit the number of saloons in the 
city to one to every 500 inhabitants. Inas- 
much as Chicago will have to grow to bea 
place of 3,500,000 population before this limit 
can be reached—providing the number of sa- 
loons continues to reach the present total of 
7,000 or more—it is evident if the ordinance 
is sustained by the courte it will be years 
at least before any more licenses can be is- 
sued. 

In order to encourage the present holders 
of licenses, it is provided that they can sell 
or transfer the liquor permits which they 
now possess. Furthermore, a man holding 
a saloon license for one location can operate 
under it at another location if he cares to 
move, or he can sell it to a man who wants 
to run a saloon in an entirely different part 
of the city. In other words, a saloon license 
becomes something which has property value 
in it. All that is necessary to do is to keep 
the license in force by paying the fee. 


No Supervision Over Transfers. 


There is nothing in the ordinance which’ 
gives the city authorities any supervision 
ever these transfers of licenses, and it is an 
open question whether a man who wished 
to go into the saloon business and whom the 
mayor naturally would refuse a license under 
the present ordinances could or could not 
get the necessary permit without the mayor's 
consent simply by purchasing a license from 
some man who had one and found himself in 
a losing business. 

As the ordinance reads anybody who has 
not got a license by July 31, if he wants togo 
into the saloon business, must purchase one 
from somebody who has one. Anybody who 
wants to get one for the purpose of selling 
it afterwards is free to do so before that 
date. 

Ald. Dunn called up the ordinance and 
Ald. Foreman attacked it at once. 


Ald. Foreman Attacks It. 
“This measure,” said he, “ ought to be 
entitled ‘An ordinance to create a monopoly.’ 
I would support a state statute giving the 
mayor the right to limit the number of sa- 
loons.

Admits Debt; Refuses to Pay.

He 
demanded to be taken to the headquarters 
of the structural trom workers, where he said 
he could prove he wawa local member of the 
union on a strike. The detective started to 
lead him to the union office. 

“Tt's no use going there. You've got me 
right,”’ said the prisoner. 

He was taken to the Central station and 
examined by Chief of Police Kohler. While 
not admitting the murder, Graves declared 
he was willing to return to Chicago. The 
Cleveland police had a photograph taken of 
Graves on July 24, 1808, while he was in a 
Chicago hospital. The comparison of this 
convinced them Alex had made no mistake. 

The prisoner will be brought back to Chi- 
cago at once.

White’s Magnificent Home. 

Mrs. Lizzie Hanlon, housekeeper for Mr. 
White at his residence, 121 Hast Twenty- 
first street, had not heard of the shooting 
when a reporter called shortly before mid- 
night.. She expressed the utmost horror, and 
could suggest no explanation. 

The house is one of the most magnificent- 
ly deovrated in the city. Standing amid

hand, Mrs. Hanlon gave what information :

“Mr. White has been alone in the house 
for some time. Mrs. White has been away in

Lawrence White safd he nail’ iived seen 
Harry Thaw in his life and had never heard 
his father speak of. him, and that he knew 
of absolutely nothing that coyld lead,to such 
a tragedy. 

He was then informed that his father was 
dead, and that the body was still at the 
garden. He departed for that place at once 
and hurried up to the roof to view the body 
of hie father. 

Coroner Dooley had arrived some time be- 
fore and was examining the attendants and 
othérs that had been near when the shooting 
occurred. 


Thaw Refuses to Talk. 

Coroner Dooley later questioned Thaw at 
the station house, but could get nothing of 
importance from him.. Thaw, who by that 
time was in a cell, refused absolutely to an- 
ewer questions or make any statement until 
he had consulted hie lawyers. He said he 
wanted to see William B. Hornblower, 
Joseph H. Choate, or Lewie L. Delafield. He 
asked that Burr McIntosh, who was in the 
station at the. time, be sent to notify Mr. 
Choate, but on second thought said not to 
awaken Mr. Choate should he be asleep. 

The coroner said that Thaw appeared to 
be cool and normal and showed no evidence 
of having been drinking. 

“ After the examination I have made,” said 
the coroner, ‘‘ I am convinced that the shoot- 
ing was a deliberate act.” 

The coroner expected to remain at the sta- 
tion house nearly all night examining wit- 
nesses. 


Dined in Each Other’s Sight. 

While Mr. White and his son were dining 
at the Café Martin they sat out on the ter- 
race, overlooking Fifth avenue. In the main 
dining room just inside Were Thaw, his wife, 
and two young men dining at a table along- 
side of a big window, leading out to where 
White and his son were. 

During all the time-that both parties were 
dining Thaw kept his eye om White. There 
was a scowl on hie face and his action was 
noticed by nearly every person in that part 
of the restaurant. 

Mrs. William Thaw, mother of Mr, Thaw, 
sailed for Londem on the Atiantic transport 
liner Minneapolis last Saturday. She is on 
her way to visit her daughter, the countess of 
Yarmouth, who was Miss Alice Thaw. 

Friends of Mr. Thaw said tonight that 
there long had been bad feeling between the 
men; because of the interest that Stanford 
White had taken in the former Evelyn Nes- 
bit before she became Mrs. Thaw.’ It was 
Mr. White, in fact, who put Mise Nesbit on 
the stage. 

Mr. White wae greatly interested in the 
stage and was one of a group of men, young 
and old, who frequently were seen about 
the theaters where musical comedies were 
playing and at restaurants and@ other places 
with actresses. Mr. White cultivated the 
friendship of various theatrical managers 
and for years had enjoyed the privilege of 
going behind the stage at various produc- 
tions. He had befriended many young act- 
resses, helping them to better themselves in 
their profession. In fact, it wage known that 
a word from him would often get a girl a 
chance to come out from the back row of the 
chorus and play a part. 


White Put Her on Stage. 

Tt was through thie influence that Mr. 
White gave Miss Nesbit her first opportunity. 
She had been brought to New York by her 
mother, a Pittsburg widow, and had at-' 
tracted the attention of several artists and 
photographers, who employed her as a 
model. It- was through this employment, it. 
fs understood, that Mr. White became ac-. 
quainted with her. He found that she had a 
leaning toward the stage, and helped to per- 
suade her mother that she should have a 
chance to make a career. 

When the consent of the mother had been 
gained Mr. White asked George W. Lederer 
to engage her for “The Wild Rose,”” which 
was then about to be put on at. the Knick- 


| erer took up the young woman and boomed 
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her as a new beauty. Her sucess was such 
that’ she soon” had her pictures in the news- 
papers, and became popular with the young 
men who frequent stage doors. 


Late Suppers with White. 
Miss Nesbit, however, was grateful.to Mr. 
White, and generally preferred to take any 


him “and such friends as he might choose. 
Mr. White often:went behind the stage at 
the Knickerbocker to sewher. He helped her 
in learning the arts of the stage. They were 
seen together, with friends, driving and din- 
ing often.’ 

It is ielbbidned that tt was ‘through the in- 
fluence of Mr. White that Miss Nesbit was 
afterward taken up by Mrs. Robert Osborn 
when she started Mrs. Osborn’s playhouse. 
Miss Nesbit wasone of the beauties there and 
it was sald that Mr. White was one of the 
financial backers of the enterprise. At any 
rate he was frequently seen at the playhouse 


the stage. 

When Mr. Thaw entered the field as an ad- 
mirer of Miss Nesbit the influence of Mr. 
White was eclipsed. After their marriage, 
however, the architect still let his friends 
understand that he felt the same friendship 
for the young woman: and that ‘he would 
be glad to ald her in any way possible in 
case the Thaw family ‘should continue to 
frcwn upon her husband because of his mar- 


riage to her. 


HARRY THAW, “THE SPENDER.” 

Harry Thaw’s family is among the, most 
wealthy people of Pittsburg. His father 
was, at the time of his death, a multimillion- 
aire, who had made his milMons out of man- 
ufacturing industries. Hundreds of the most 


long to the. Thaw family. 

The Thaws are of Quaker origin, and most 
of the members of the family adhere to the 
traditional religion of the family. 

Harry Thaw has been, since his early 
youth, the black’sheep of the family. When 
the elder Thaw came to dispose of his mil- 
lions previous to ‘his death he cut Harry off 
with $2,500 a year because of his wayward- 
ness.,. Mra. ‘Thaw later remedied the dis- 
crepancy in. the young man’s financial ex- 
pectations by making him an equal sharer 
with the other heirs in the estate, thus in- 
suring him an annual income of $80,000. 


Thaw World Renowned Spender. 


After he came into his patrimony through 
his mother’s generosity Harry. Thaw cut # 
wide swath in certain society circles of Pitts- 
burg, New York, London, and Paris. He 
was known as a spender before he left Pitts- 
burg for New York. When he arrived at New 
York he set himself the task of maintaining 
his reputation and succeeded beyond even 
his expectations. Here are a few things 
he is accredited with doing after his arrival 
in New York: 

He raced a cab down Broadway in the mid- 
die of the day when Broadway was crowded 
from curb to curb. : 

He threw a theatrical performance into a 
panic by throwing bottles at a soubrette who 
didn’t sing to please him. 

He caused the proprietor to close up a 
famous night restaurant an hour eartier be- 
cause he stood on a table and threw $5 bills 
to all the waiters. 

He went to the Waldorf one night, sat by 
himself at a magnificent table, and ordered 
a $50 dinner. When it was finished he sent 
for the chef and gave him $25. 

One night after the theater, when he found 
his cabman asleep, he got astride of the horse 
and drove the cab and the sleeping cabman 
through the most brilliantly Nghted thor- 
oughfares of New Yorks 

When a woman’s eyes pleased him he would 
send a pair of rubies to match them, or em- 
eralds, or sapphires, a@ the case might be. 

He made it a point never to tip a weiter 
lees than $5, no matter what was served. 


- Springs Into Fame in Paris. 


Thaw couldn't spend his money fast enough 
in New York, and so sought a more expan- 
sive field for spectacular extravagance in 
Paris. He succeeded so well in the gay 
French capital that in a single night he 
sprang into fame. 

He gave,.a dinner in midsummer to about 
twenty-five women. It cost $50,000. It made 
Paris sit up and gasp. It was such a dinner 
as the favorite of the Caesars gave, and, like 
the ones in the time of Catherine of Russia, 
when a great prince distinguished the most 
famous beauty in Russia, by -giving her a 
dinner after his greatest victory.” This prince 
served liquor glasses of jewels to every wom- 
an guest after the dinner. Harry Thaw hung 
his jewels on a midsummer Christmas tree in 
the center of the table. 

On thie tree he hung a miniature of every 
woman present. The guests chose their own 
pictures and found the miniature to be the 
Hid of a stnall. box, which contained.a set 
jewel. He had found out the favorite jewel 
of each woman. 

He gave the dinner at the famous Restau- 
rant Cabat, which is in the palace of the 
countess de Pava, built for her by Napoleon 
IIl.,.on the Champs Elysées. 

The roses that were used were flawiess. 
Hundreds had been discarded because of 
some imperfection. One of the small items 
of expense was the $15,000 he gave Sousa 
for his band during the evening. 


Parisian Beauty by His Side. 

He made Liane de Pougy the most envied 
woman in her world by giving her the seat 
of honor, She at. once became famous as 
the most. beautiful women in Paris. One of 
her poses. is not to wear jewels . eran dag

Hehad already given one dinner of twen- 
ty-five covers for $8,000, but he called that 
“ experimental.”’

From the continent Harry Thaw filtted te 
Washington, where his mother was enter- 
taining, upom an elaborate \geale. Here he 
yet the first rebiuff.in hie career—the ex- 
clusive Metropolitan club requested his 
sponsors to withdraw: his name for member- 
ship: . But “this didn’t keep.Harry Thaw 
from giving round after round-of the. most 
costly, dinners,. chiefest among them a nota- 
ble function for the British ambassador and 
Lady Herbert:

Then Evelyn Nesbit appeared on the scene.

Beginning to work for her living when she 
was 14 in the photographic studios of Phila-. 
delphia, she sat one day for a. photgraph. 
It was sent to a photographic exhibition and 
made a “hit.” 

‘Who is this beauty?’ people asked. 

A: New. York painter. hunted her up and 
soon she became noted.as the model in the 
studios of such men as Christy, Church, 
Ervin -Wiles, and Welle Champney, all be- 
cause one picture had made her famous. 

Theatrical managers perevaded her to lend 
her mych heralded beauty, to comic opera. 
She left the studios and went into the chorus. 
Here the world had a chance to. see how 
beautiful she was. Harry Thaw, the Pitts- 
burg multimillionaire, an eccentric spender 
of money, saw this fascinating chorus girl 
in his native city and fell in love with her. 


’ "Weds Eveiyn Nesbit. 

Then unexpectedly ¢ame the cabled an- 
nouncement of their marriage. They regis- 
tered and stopped at the Cariton hotel in 
London as man and wife, and the report of 
their marriage was generally believed. 

When they returned to the United States, 
however, they had a stormy experience in 
New York. On their arrival they discov- 
ered that Mrs. Willlam Thaw, mother of 
Hiarry, had amnounced that under no condi- 
tions would she accept Evelyn Nesbit for a 
daughter-in-law, and that if her son had 
really married the beautiful young model 
she would promptly disown him. 

Harry didn’t want to loge his fortune, and 
it is probable that the girl, whois now his 
wife, didn’t desire to see him impoverished, 
either. So they faced the dilemma. Fear 
of the wrath of the mother forced them to 
deny that the union had been consummated, 
yet at the sathe time they were together in 
New York at the Cumberland hotel, and 
the proprietor demanded that either Thaw 
write “ wife’ after his name on the register 
or guit the hotel. 

Thaw chose the latter alternative. Miss 
Nesbit, as she insisted on beirig called, went 
to a boarding house, and the young million- 
aire made efforts to placate his mother. He 
was successful, but not until an open rumor 
said that Mise Nesbit had refused an offer 
of $250,000 in cash to quit the United States 
and leave the Thaws in peace. 


Married All Over Again. 

When the mother did agree, she acted 
handsomely, and the exquisite beauty was 
quietly married at the home of the Rey. 
William lL. McEwan, pastor of the Third 
Presbyterian church, Pittsburg, Mrs. Thaw 
and the members of both families being 
present. 


EVELYN NESBIT’S CAREER. 

She was the daughter of W. Scott Nesbit, 
a lawyer, and until she was 15 lived in the 
simple fashion of the American middle class 
family. She went to the public schools, and 
was just an average everyday pupil, attract- 
ing no attention for either especial brightness 
or for dullness.

WHITE A TRUE BOHEMIAN. 

Tothose who move in the tinsel and glamour 
of-the Rialto the murder of White perhaps 
will excite small surprise. Among these, in 
all probability, the comment will be that the 
man has “ reaped the whirlwind.” Probably 
there was no man of wealth with so large an. 
acquaintance with the members of the cho- 
rus. 

White belonged to a particular clique that 
never was absent from a theatrical opening 
through the length of the regular season, and 
when several varied openings fell -onm one 
evening his choice was always for musical 
plays, in which there was likely to be the 
greatest display of irresponsible beauty. 

Stanford White was the son of Richard 
Grant White, the distinguished author and 
critic. He was born on Nov. 9, 1853, in New 
York City, and was-educated in the public 
schools, supplemented by private tutors. He 
received his architectural training from 
Charlies D. Gambrill and H. H. Richardson 
and he was the chief assistant of the latter 
in the erection of Trinity church, Boston, — 

When that work was completed, he went 
to Europe in 1878 and remained there, trav- 
eling and studying, until 1880, when he re- 
turned to this city and entered Into partner- 
ship with Charles F. McKim and William R.

Ald. Fisher Tells of Charter Conven- 
tion’s Plan to Consolidate All the 
Local Governments.

“THE CRERAR LIBRARY CASE. 

It is high. time to settle once for al 
the dispute regarding the erection of the 
Crerar library and the Field museum 
upon the Jand reclaimed from the lake 
under the name of Grant park. There 
is little doubt that the attitude of certain 
individuals in past years has been a bene- 
fit to the city in keeping off of the lake 
front undesirable structures which would 
have added neither. beauty nor helpful- 
ness, But, with the park rapidly ap- 
proaching completion,» and with endow- 
ments available. for two great edifices 
which will add to the beauty of the city, 
and, more important than that, will min-

ICE MEN IN JAIL. 

In Toledo the first active and efficient 
| steps have been taken to defend the rights 
of the people against the extortions of the 
ice trust. Five dealers, four of whom 
pleaded guilty, have been sentenced to pay 
a fine of $5,000 each and to serve one year 
tn the workhouse. A fine alone would have 
been. no: serious punishment to these men. 
A year in the workhouse is enousth to deter 
other dealers from following the example 
of these. It is possible that one’'may ap- 
peal to the higher court, but the other four 
have pleaded guilty, and must take the 
sentence imposed upon them. By the time 
they are released another hot season wil! 
have come, It is not likely that they wil! 
put up the prices, no matter how open the 
pext winter may have been. 

The jail sentence is the only sure way 
of breaking up a trust. lt is the only way 
to deal with violators of the speed ordi- 
nance, the building ordinance, or other ordi- 
pances andlaws which are of such a nature 
that a person is not in a condition to break 
them unless possessed of such wealth that 
a fine is a trivial matter compared with 
the profit, pleasure, or convenience derived 
from breaking the law. Individual law- 
breakers, even if officials of corporations, 
should not be immune from imprisonment 
if guilty. A corporation may pay a fine, 
but if the responsible officials of guilty 
corporations are given terms of impris- 
onment as well, obedience to law wil] be- 
come more fashionable. 

An alternative is offered the Toledo ice 
dealers. If they make restitution of over- 
charges to all persons from whom they 
extorted money they may escape jail. ‘This 


as scme purchasers must be either un- 
known or impossible to find, and the amount 
due each cannot be determined. with accu- 
racy. Probably most purchasers would 
prefer seeing the sentence of confinement 
earried out rather than receive a rebate. 
The future would be more secure. 


ae LABOR EXPOSITION. 

Fairs usually represent commercial] 
rather than humane motives. Common 
curiosity is more readily excited about 
matters of trade than matters of reform. 
Popular interest in store windows rarely 
reaches back to the labor conditions un- 
der which the wares were, produced. Yet 
the executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor is proposing to hold 
an exposition intended to direct attention 
primarily to the worker. 

It is proposed that an exposition of the 
results of trade unionism be held in con- 
junction with the annual meeting of the 
federation in Minneapolis, beginning the 
second Monday in November, and that it 
be carried out by the federation. with the 
aid of affiliated unions, The plan pro- 
ides tor inviting employers of te ps la- 
bor to make exhibits of the products of 
such labor, and especially to display the 
actual] processes of production—the em-

methods, and development would also be

in. labeled .goods.. Such an. exposition 
ought also to prove @ tonic to trade union- 
ism in general. It should emphasize both 
to the ptblic and to unionists the best 
features—the bost aims, methods, and 
resulte—of. the trade union movement. . 
Such an exposition would represent an 
alleged trade union membership of approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 persons. Its practica- 
bility.may be open to question. Its edu- 
cational’ value, however, und its tonic 
effect upon labor conditions should be al 
mistakable. 


TETANUS DAY APPROACHES. 

The Chicago health department takes 
occasion again to warn the public of the 
dangers attending whet it calls the 
“ Chinese celebration of our national holi- 
cay.” A larger number of deaths 
each year from. tetanus or lockjaw 
from any other form of injury connected 
with fourth of July fireworks. This num- 
ber has been greatly reduced during the 
last three years, and can be still furthér 
reduced by attention to a few simple rules. 
The number was in 1908 466 deaths in the 
whole country from Independence day 
celebrations; in 1905, 182. In 1908 415 
cases of lockjaw; in 1905, 102.. In Chi- 
cago alone there were 74 deaths from lock- 
jaw in 1903 and 41 in 1905. 

The cause of tetanus is primarily dirt; 
secondarily, absence of air. The tetanus 
germ is found abundantly in street dirt, 
especially where horses have been, The 
germ is harmless so long as exposed to the 
air, but if carried into the flesh by a bit 
of metal and kept from the air it devel- 
ops a virulent poison against which science 
is powerless. A bit of flying shell, a piece 
of a percussion cap or blank cartridge, a 
rusty nail, or other useless metallic sub- 
stance may make a lodgment for the germ 
beneath the skin, and then, if the wound 
is bandaged, the poison begins to work. 
The only safe way is to remove at once 
all the pieces of metal within reach, treat ; 
the wound with the antiseptic lotions which 
may be obtained at any drug store, and 
leave the wound open to the air, but not 
to dust, until the doctor comes. Every 
wound made during the celebration should 
be treated by the doctor, no matter how 
insignificant a scratch or prick it may be. — 

If only careless adult handlers of fire- 
arms were afflicted by lockjaw, one might 
almost say that it served them right. Un- 
fortunately, the larger number of those 
injured are innocent bystanders or children 
who know no better. .Parents should be 
especially careful of the company in which 
their children find themselves on the fourth 
of July, and shoald- warn them of the dan- 
wer there is in being near toy pistols, blank 
cartridges, and the like, either in their 
bands or those of others. Im the case of 
giant firecrackers there is danger of loss 
of limb or other disfigurement, but the 
danger from these other agencies is that of 
loss of life. | 

Laws on the statute books are ordinarily 
enforced only so far as public demand re 
quires.. There ought to be a sentiment 
in the commvinity strong enough to compel 
the enforcement of the law against the 
discharge of blank cartridges or the sale 
of toy pistols and giant firecrackers. So 
long as the law is a dead letter every house- 
hold must be on the alert to diminish the 
danger to its own members. The most 
dreaded foe is tetanus; ite most vepsscaie 
helpers dirt and bandages.

According to French law, 
papal and other foreign titles are forbidden 
to be used by Frenchmen without the author- 
ization and registration by the French gov- 
ernment. it is therefore evident that, aside 
from the thousands of bogus papal titles In 
France, more than 250 out of the 300 au- 
thentic titles of the pope are borne in deflance 
of the laws of France. , 

o- 


Not all the papal tities granted to. French 
people represent purely financial transac- 
tions. Some, but few, have been granted 
for actual services, as,- for instance, the 
dukedom of Rarecourt de Pimodan, which 
was won on the battlefield of fidardo, 
while every French diplomat who has held 
the office of ambassador to the vatican has 

received, on presenting his letters of recall, a 
patent of count. But the vast majority are 
merely the results of purchase. 

Until 1860 the money which figeree under 
the name of “chancellery fees” could be 
paid after the grant of the title. Butinthat 
year a rich Parisian banker endeavored to 
get out of paying the full nt due. Car- 
dinal Antonelli, then secretary of state, was 
equal to the emergency, and, ph las tae that the 
patent had not yet been issued, he caused it 
to be madeé out with the title of “ Count de 
Monte Avarico” (count of Mount Avarice), 
That brought the financier to book, and he 
was obliged to pay twice the ordinary fees 
in order to have the title of the patent 
changed. 

~o 

Since then the vatican has never conferred 
titles without receiving the fees in advance, 
though there have been two or three in- 
stances where papal nuncios, notably the 
last two who represented the papacy at 
Paris, were indiscreet en to turn over 
the grant of the title before having received 
the money. The titles in question were sub- 
sequently annulled. One of them was the 
dukedom of Warren-Surrey, obtained by a 
young adventurer who, on the strength 
thereof, came over here some years ago with 
letters of recommendation from Nuncio 
Lorenzelli to the leading prelates of the 
} Catholic church in the United States with the 
avowed object of marrying.an American 
heiress. I had the satisfaction of exposing 
him in these articles, and, overwhelmed with 
contempt and ridictle, he left ‘the country. 
in a hurry and has since been implicated in 
an extremely unsavory scandal abroad. The 
other case is that of M. Laforge, an ex-con- 
vict, who was.clever enough to obtain the 
title of prince de Vittenval, and who is now 
again “ doing time” in prison for swindling. 
But in both these Instances all the blame 
must be laid at the doors of the nuncio at 
Paris rather ttan at that of the depart: 
ment at the vatican which attends to the 
sale of titles,

TIT hotice a coronet of count granted in the 
name of Leo XIII.: to Edmond Blanc, the 
chief owner of the gambling éstablishment 
of Monte Carlo and the owner of a racing 
stable which would occupy the foremost 
place in France were it not for the numer- 
ous wnsavory scandals which have taken 
place in connection therewith. The Countess 
Blanc is the divorced wife of a carpenter of 
the name of Thomas and figured in minor 
roles at the Palais Royal until she, became 
the wife of Edmond Blanc. One of the 
latter’s sisters is married to Prince Constan- 
tine Radziwill and the other to Roland Bona- 
parte, sometimes styled “* prince.” 

Then there is Count Jametel, whose patent 
bears the date of June 8, 18096.. It. was 
granted to the son of a millionaire druggist 
on the occasion of his marriage tothe un- 
fortunate Princesse Marie, the virtually 
exiled daughter of the now reigning duke of 
-Mecklenburg-Strelitz. Count Jametel has 
been a frequent visitor to this country. Anr- 
other French visitor to America whose title 
of count ts of bona fide papa! origin is the 
count de Garets. His family was formerly 
in the service of the crown of Sardinia.

Then there is the count de Fels, whose 
patent of count bears the date of 1887. His 
real fame is Frisch. and while serving as a 
reporter on several! Parisian: papers he man- 
aged to win the heart and hand and the 
fortune of Mile. Lebaudy, one of the heiresses 
of the great sugar refiner and a sister of 
that eccentric individual who styles himself 

“emperor of the Sahara.” Frisch, on mar- 
| rying Mile. Lebaudy, obtained the title of 
“count de Fels’’ from the vatican. About 
a year ago the count, who always claimed to 
hall from Marséilies, discovered in Luxem- 
burg an old ruined chatean and estate known 
by the name of Frisch and which, in ages 
long ago, according to tradition, was owned, 
by a duke. He at once purchased the place, 
and on the strength thereof, without any 
other warrant or right, has assumed the 
title of Duke Frisch. He has had the castle 
restored, talks about it as his ancestral home, 
‘and has the impudence to tell his guests, 
when showing them over the place: “ You 
can’t conceive my emotion when I, for the 
first time, reéntered this former home of my 
family, which it had quitted 900 years ago.” 
The Duke Frisch has not thought it worth 
while to appeal to the vatican to have his 
title of count transformed into one of duke.

Count du Temple de Rougemont, who mar- 
ried the daughter of Mrs. Devereaux Clapp 
of New York, is a count by grace of the pope, 
and so, too, is County Tardy de Montravel, 
who was recently engaged in running a so- 
ciety paper for the upper west side in New 
York. His father’s name was Tardy, and the 
date of the patent is July, 1879. 

I mentioned the other day in these letters 


Lauraguais was not a French prince. He 
owes his title as such ¢ the vatican, his 
patent bearing the date of July, 1869. Pre- 
vious to that time he had borne the title mere- 
ly by right of usurpation, having, as Lpointed 
out the other day, nothing in common with 
the ancient and illustrious house of La Tour 
d'Auvergne, which is now extinct, but whose 
arms he has assumed.
